Mr. W. E, Forntor, M. 1'., luis dn- 
liverod a long ami intcrt-stin;,' aildrosH 
before tho rhilosphioal IiiHliUUion at 
Eiiinburgli, ou the "Colouiul I^minro 
of Groat Britain." Ho believes tliat 
tho union wit!i tlio colonies will uot 
be severed, becauBe.no louger striving 
to rule her colonies as depeodeucies 
trhere they becamo strong enongli to 
be independent, Britain will welcome 
thorn aH piutnuis in a eoniniou and 
mighty empire. There aio nmny peo- 
jple who hold tho opinion tiiiit ulti- 
mately Buoh colonies aa Canada, Austra- 
lia ftndNow Zealand will declare their 
independence. If thia idea is to bo 
generally adopted, Enudand may as 
well give up the hope of continuing to 
girdle tho world with her possessions 
and concentrate all her endeavors to 
appropriate new nations and cibtain 
'From them friendly consideralions as 
one by one they assert their independ- 
ence, or, as it were, take up their 
nationality. But, better than this, 
Mr. Forster considers the idea that 
England's colonies, when strong 
enough to bo independent, will yet bo 
stronger, more rich, more inieUigeut, 
able to be better, if still in union with 
tho mother, and that their iulialiitants 
may have all the advantages of a 
nationality without disowning their 
allegiance. The cost of the colonies 
••.to the empire was small— very small 
'twhen compared with tho profits accru- 
ing to Great Britain from their t.ade. 
As to tho fear of their embroiling llio 
empire in war. Africa and Australia 
were not likely oyer to provoke a quar- 
rel with any civilized power, and in no 
recent war had they been proved a 
source of weakness. Canada with her 
4,000,000 of inhabitants should be 
able to defend herself btubbornly 
against the United States in the im- 
probable contingency of a war. ^Ir. 
i^'orster believes 111 the teJeraUon uf 
the empire, though ho is not prepared 
with any precise propositi )n. lu or- 
der that the empire should continue, 
all its different self-governing com- 
monitijas must agree in maintaining 
allegiance to one motiamliy, so tliat 
each subject may lind thai ho lias the 
political rights and privileges of oth'-r 
subjects, wheresoever he may go, in 
the realm; and lastly, must agree not 
only in maintaining a mutual alliann; 
in all relations with foreign j" wer 
but in apportioning among themselveH 
the obligations imposed by such an 
alliance. One tanfl' for tlio whole 
Empire, based on the policy of the 
customs levied upon as few articles as 
possible, with a corresponding excise, 
Mr. Forster confidently expects in the 
future. In conelusioa he says: — 

If there be one i'uet more <;\ iderit 
than another in that page ol tho story 
of humanity that is now being written, 
it is the strength of what we may call 
the national force— the tendercy, the 
longing of men speaking one tongue 
and having one common nationality. 
■\Vliy should we alune ammig tlie na- 
tions set ourselves against that de.sire 
for nationality which is one of the 
moat powerful ideas of the ago? Wliat 
right liave we to entail on (lie men of 
race tho dangers and disadvaiita-es of 
disunion? Why should we regret ihe 
gifts of science and neglect, those pos 
jjibilities of union which sttaiii and el- 
/Bctricity .afford? The time is come 
when all governments, must, without 
much delay, do what their snl.jects 
wish. Can wo not by the e.'>.ample o( 
our peaceful union tempt these suj)- 
jects to induce their govorniucuts'to 
disarm?

throo years. Wo have not tho romot- 
est idea that tho Minister ■whoso pecu- 
liar function it is to proaido over tho 
Finance Dopartmonl has inastorod llio 
simplest detail connected with liis im- 
portant oflieo, or is as well acquainted 
^ith tho financial condition of the 
Province as some persons who have! 
never set foot in tho public olliuus. 
What would seem to bo ueeoBsaiy, 
therefore, is a thorough oxauiinatiou 
of tho items of expenditure during tho 
time Mr. Walkom and his colleagues 
have been in office.
